hostile forces will be carried as 
'captured or interned'." 


The memorandum

change to "detained" was made 
in 1964 when Congress amended

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Crime Publicity Screening 


A recent decision by the U.S. Supreme Court freeing Dr. 


Sam Shepard, of Cleveland, for either a re-trial on the 
charge of murdering his wife 11 years ago or being turned 
loose was one of the more sensible rulings on criminal 
procedure in recent years. 


The trial at Cleveland was conducted under circumstances 


similar to those of the martyred Christians being fed to the 
lions. Even the most severe critics of the Court's recent 
opinions on handcuffing the enforcement authorities had to 
agree that Shepard was run through a publicity crank which 
sq«fee;zed out any semblance of a fair, dignified hearing. 


The decision actually stated nothing new. Its principles 


were'enunciated on many prior occasions by the state and 
federal courts. 


Thp extent to which the Justices detailed the many and 


varied things the Cleveland authorities and news media did 
wrong is what gives the ruling its prominence. 


The arrest of Richard Speck, a young drifter, in the 


connection with the murder of eight Chicago trainee nurses 
presents an interesting view in the application of the 
Shepard doctrine. 


The sordid crime has no equal in its brutal senselessness. 


One would have to read some of the seamier annals from 
Vietnam, Korea and World War II to find a parallel in 
vicious behavior. 


The mass murder came to light on early Thursday 


morning, July 14th. It happened late in the preceding 
evening. 


Fortunately for herself and the cause of prosecuting 


crime, Corazon Amurao, a young Filipino trainee, cxcapecl 
the fate of her eight student friends by hiding under a bed 
in the dormitory where the crime took place. 


She was able to give the police a description of the 


assailant. 
Between that identification and a check of 


fingerprints scattered throughout the premises, the police 
pinpointed Speck as the suspect, and by the following 
Sunday had him under house arrest in the Cook County 
infirmary. 


The arrest itself was fortuitous. 
Speck was sent to the infirmary after the night clerk in a 


West Madison street flophouse discovered him in his room 
badly bleeding from self inflicted cuts on his wrists. 


The doctor on duty at the infirmary in wiping up that 


mess found tattoo mavkings, another identifying mark on 
Speck. From that discovery followed a police guard about 
the premises. 


The infirmary's superintendent, acting on the state's 


attorney's advice, pointedly refused any interrogation by the 
police until such time as Speck can be released. 


As this is written, the medical stuff has prolonged 


Speck's immunity upon a diagnosis of a break in his heart. 


On Tuesday, however, Miss Amurao was spirited into 


Srjeck's hospital room for a positive identification. The news 
dispatches state that because of his unconscious or semi- 
conscious condition resulting from the heart condition, Speck 
gave no sign of recognizing her. 


All this, plus reams of material on Speck's life history, has 


been written and re-written at great length. 


Even given the benefit of the public's tendency to forget, 


it is doubtful if the case will fade completely from memory 
at such time Speck may go to trial. 


In a technical sense the authorities have followed the 


Sheoard rule to the T. 


News of the case, a matter in which the public has a 


definite interest, has been stated fully. 


Nor has any coercive measure, even mental, been applied 


against the suspect. 


So far as we know, neither had any news media screamed 


for the man's hide as happened in the Cleveland papers. 


In short, every legal amenity has been followed to the 


letter. 


Assuming Speck eventually goes on trial and is found 


guilty, will an appeal, citing the Shepard case as precedent, 
upset the verdict ? 


We would hope not, but only time will tell if a future 


hindsight judgment will throw more sand in the legal 
machinery. 


This Is Socialism 


Nationalization of basic industry under a democratic form 


of government is a step that should be taken only after due 
deliberation and in response to the expressed desires of a 
majority of the people. That is the procedure that was 
followed in Great Britain and should be pursued in the 
United States, if it is the majority wish of the electorate 
that the operation of industry 
become a government 


responsibility. 


At present, there is a plan to expand government 


operation in the electric industry that could end in 
nationalization of electric power in this country. The plan 
consists of several bills now before Congress to provide for 
large scale 
supplemental 
financing 
of 
rural 
electric 


cooperatives. 


If enacted, they would continue the 2 per cent subsidized 


loan program for co-ops; create within the U.S. Treasury a 
special account to receive funds repaid by REA borrowers, 
instead of being available as now for general treasury 
purposes, these funds would henceforth be earmarked for 
new loans to the co-ops; create a federal electric bank within 
the Department of Agriculture, which in a few years would 
make nearly $10 billion available for KEA loans in addition 
to the annual funds appropriated by Congress for 2 per cent 
loans; exempt income of the bank from federal and state 
income taxes; designate the Rural Electrification Adminis- 
trator as Governor of the bank; give vast additional 
discretionary powers to the 
REA 
Administrator (as 


Governor of the bank). 


On top of all this, the co-ops would be free of the public 


regulation which governs the 
investor owned electric 


industry. 


The clan to expand the REA has nothing to do with rural 


electrification—that has 
been virtually completed. Its 


ultimate goal is nationalization of a basic American 
industry, an industry that has demonstrated its capacity to 
meet all needs for electric power. This is socialism and 
socialism is a form of government that has heretofore been 
unacceptable to the American people. 


Cash And Coincidence 


On May 24 August A. Busch and other executives of the 


Anheuser-Busch Co. and their wives contributed a total of 
$10,000 to the President's Club, a Democratic fund raising 
organization. 


On June 17 the Department of Justice dropped a civil 


antitrust suit seeking to compel Anheuser-Busch to divest 
itself of a malting plant it had acquired in Wisconsin. 


This 
sequence of 
events, 
disclosed 
by 
Republican 


congressmen, is one of those coincidences which abound in 
Washington and it suggests again the need for drastic 
reforms in campaign fund-raising. 


The most conspicuous of the political shakedowns are the 


endless breakfasts, lunches, dinners, cocktail parties and 
outings which contractors and corporations looking for 
favors from politicians are invited to attend at up to 51,000 
a ticket. For these and other political occasions, such as 
party conventions, there is the inevitable souvenir proorram, 
in which advertisements are sold at thous'-inds of dollars a 
page. 


Widespread criticism of the program racket prompted a 


recent amendment to the federal tax laws, which provides 
that such advertisements are no longer deductible as a 
business expense. 


If public accounting of receipts and expenditures is good 


for candidates for federal office, it is equally good for state 
and local candidates, and for the political machines at every 
level of government which get the money.

you pick up a trick in the 
process. 


This two-for-one exchange is 


certainly a worthwhile transac- 
tion when you can arrange it. 
Here is an example of how the 
deed is done. 


Let's say you're in four hearts 


and West leads the jack of 
diamonds. When you finesse the 


queen, it loses to the king and 
back comes a diamond which 
you take with the ace. 


It now looks as though you 


might have to lose two dia- 
monds and two spades to go 
down one, but naturally you 
start 
to 
look for ways 
and 


means of saving a trick. It does 
seem that there should be some 
way 
of 
utilizing 
the 
Q-J of 


clubs, and that is exactly what 
you 
try 
to do to save 
the 


contract. 


At trick three you play a club 


to the ace and follow with a 
heart to fhe nine. You then play 
the 
queen 
of clubs. 
As 
it 


happens, East follows low, so 
you discard a diamond on the 
queen, which West wins with 
the king. 


The effect of Ihis play is that 


you lose while substituting 
a 


diamond for it which you did 
have to lose. You could call this 
simply an exchange of tricks if 
you wanted to, but actually, you 
gain one trick on the transae. 
tion. 
In 
the course 
of 
the 


exchange, 
the Jack of clubs 


became a trick, and this manu- 
factured trick enables you to 
discard a spade later on the 
jack and thus hold yourself to 
three losers. 


Note that it would have made 


no difference if East had been 
the player with the king of 
clubs. In that case, you would 
have trapped the king to gain 
the extra club trick.
